‘Too few people consulted’ over needle exchange move

Public health officials have 
come under fire over the 
proposed move of a wellbe¬ 
ing service, including a nee¬ 
dle exchange, for people 
struggling with substance 
abuse. 

The service, currently 
housed in Surbiton Health 
Centre in Ewell Road and in 
Acre Road, Kingston, could 
move down the street to Hol- 
lyfield House in Hollyfield 
Road. 

But residents are con¬ 
cerned too few people 
were consulted on 
the plans. 

Kingston 
Council said it 
sent out 50 let¬ 
ters on Au¬ 
gust 11, in the 
same “desig¬ 
nated area” 
recently con¬ 
sulted on plan¬ 
ning changes 
Hollyfield House. 

But Gordon Road resident 
Clare Lockyer said she was 
not notified “at all”. 

She said: “It seems very 
underhand that it was done 
with so few people, in the 
middle of August. 

“I know so many other 
people that would want 
to attend [consultation 
meetings].” 

Councillor Malcolm Self, 
chairman of Surbiton 
neighbourhood committee, 
said he was unaware of any 
meetings about the move. 

He said: “We had all this 
about lack of consultation 
before. It’s self-defeating in 
the end. It’s not sufficient 


for something as significant 
as this.” 

A Kingston Council 
spokesman declined to com¬ 
ment further. 

Residents and parents at 
Lime Tree Primary School 
launched a petition last year 
to force the move of the nee¬ 
dle exchange, citing poor 
communication by health 
managers over the nature of 
the service. 

In a letter to residents, Dr 
Jonathan Hildebrand, 
Kingston Council’s director 
of public health, said: “We 
looked at a number of com¬ 
munity sites, but most were 
unsuitable because they 
were difficult to get to for 
people or because they 
were due to be sold. 
Hollyfield 
House was 
found to be the 
most suitable 
home for the 
wellbeing ser¬ 
vice as it is 
easy to get to 
by public trans¬ 
port and has the 
potential to accom¬ 
modate both the psy¬ 
chology and the alcohol and 
drug treatment service.” 

Councillors have been told 
Surbiton Health Centre does 
not have enough space to 
house all wellbeing services. 

Splitting the teams has af¬ 
fected capacity and efficien¬ 
cy, Kingston Council 
officers said. 

Councillors will be briefed 
on the outcome of the con¬ 
sultation at a meeting on 
Thursday, September 18, at 
7.30pm at the Guildhall. 

An extra meeting for resi¬ 
dents to air their views has 
been scheduled at 2pm on 
Monday, September 15, at 
the King Charles Centre.

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
Edward Davey could be in 
trouble next May - if poll pre¬ 
dictions come true. 

The Electoral Calculus web¬ 
site has given Conservative 
parliamentary candidate 
James Berry a better than 
one-in-three chance of taking 
Mr Davey’s seat in the im¬ 
pending general election. 

It predicted Mr Berry would 
beat the Liberal Democrat in¬ 
cumbent with 31.04 per cent of 
votes - and a majority of just 
0.3 per cent. 

Labour would trail with 
17.39 per cent, ahead of Ukip 
with 15.42 per cent, the poll¬ 
sters suggested. 

Mr Berry said: “We’re just 
over eight months before the 
election and I don’t think it’s 
sensible to get distracted by 
the polls. [The Lib Dems] have 
lost the confidence of the ma¬ 
jority of people locally [and] 
they didn’t do well in the Eu¬ 
ropean elections. 

“Education is probably the 
biggest issue because every¬ 
one is now well aware that 
there is a school places crisis 
in Kingston. 

“People are also concerned 
about the crime statistics in 
the town centre. They are 
looking to see what the parties 
are offering there.” 

Mr Berry said he backed 


Tory-run Kingston Council’s 
plans to buy in more police of¬ 
ficers for the town centre 
under the Police Act. 

Energy Secretary Mr Davey, 
speaking from India while on 
a trade mission, said: “This 
May’s local elections showed 
that next year’s general elec¬ 
tion here is a two-horse race 
and will be a close fight. For 
now though I’m focused on my 
work for constituents. 

“I hope the new council will 
be willing to work with me to 
secure the sort of investment 


Kingston will need in the next 
few years - whether it’s more 
funds for schools planned by 
the last council or urging Lon¬ 
don’s Mayor, Boris Johnson, 
to use council tax to invest in 
more police officers so we do 
even more to tackle crime and 
antisocial behaviour. 

“I’ll oppose further cuts 
by Conservative-run Surrey 
County Council to bus 
services that cross our 


boundary and hit people, espe¬ 
cially the elderly, who depend 
so much on transport links.” 

Labour candidate Lee God¬ 
frey said: “The Liberal Demo¬ 
crat vote is collapsing by the 
day in Kingston and Surbiton, 
and it’s moving in Labour’s 
favour. If you want a Labour 
MP and a Labour Government 
there is only one thing that 
will achieve that - and that’s 
by voting Labour.” 


Cyclist was 
smuggler 

A cyclist who died after falling 
from his bicycle in Richmond 
Park has been named as a sci¬ 
entist from Oxshott, who was 
once jailed for smuggling rare 
orchids into the UK. 

Dr Sian Tiong Lim, 40, lost 
control of his bicycle on 
Broomfield Hill on August 24, 
after skidding on gravel. 

He was taken to the Royal 
London Hospital by London’s 
Air Ambulance in a critical 
condition, but died later that 
day. 

The Evening Standard re¬ 
ported Dr Lim, a pharmaceu¬ 
ticals expert, was a father-of- 
two and lived in a £750,000 
home in Oxshott, eight miles 
from where the accident 
happened. 

A close friend told the Stan¬ 
dard Dr Lim was an experi¬ 
enced cyclist who cycled to 
work two or three times a 
week. 

He added: “It was very sad. 
His wife is still struggling to 
cope.” 

In 2006, Dr Lim, vice-presi¬ 
dent of pharmaceutical devel¬ 
opment at MedPharm, was 
jailed for four months after 
being stopped by customs offi¬ 
cers at Heathrow with more 
than 100 rare and precious or¬ 
chids in his suitcase. 

He admitted 13 charges of 
smuggling protected plants, 
including Lady Slippers, 
which are only found on the 
slopes of a single mountain on 
the island of Borneo. 



Green light recommended for 20mph town limits 


Drivers could be forced to slow 
down throughout Surbiton 
town centre if councillors vote 
in a new 20mph speed limit. 

Kingston Council officers 
have recommended the 
scheme be waved through at a 
meeting next Tuesday. 

But police opposed a limit in 
St Marks Hill, Claremont 


Road and Surbiton Hill Road, 
on the grounds that enforcing 
it would take up too many 
resources. 

Responses in support of the 
£6,000 scheme outweighed ob¬ 
jections by almost three to 
one, with 13 objections and 34 
messages of support. 

One Twitter user even 


suggested pedestrianising Vic¬ 
toria Road, rather than intro¬ 
ducing the limit. 

Liberal Democrat Surbiton 
Hill Councillor John Ayles 
said: “Surveys have shown 
that it’s not popular, but I 
would support it. It improves 
the shopping experience.” 

A report by council officers 


said: “The introduction of 
20mph speed limits remains 
an important and effective 
measure for reducing road ca¬ 
sualties, enhancing safety for 
walking and cycling in roads 
where people work, live and 
shop. 

“It is the council’s policy to 
introduce 20mph speed limits 


generally outside schools, in 
town centres and/or residen¬ 
tial areas.” 

Officers expect the 20mph 
zones to be self-enforcing, the 
report said. 

Councillors will vote on the 
scheme at a meeting at Dysart 
School, next Tuesday, Septem¬ 
ber 2, at 7.30pm.

A byelection will be held after 
a three-term Tudor ward 
councillor resigned due to ill 
health. 

Conservative Councillor 
Frank Thompson had served 
on Kingston Council for 12 
years, and handed in his res¬ 
ignation on Monday morning. 

Council leader Councillor 
Kevin Davis said: “We’re very 
sad that he is having to step 
down. 

“He has been a real asset to 
the council and to Tudor 
ward. 

“We’re going to miss him a 
great deal. 

“We just wish him good 
luck with his health issues 


and hope he makes a recov¬ 
ery from them.” 

Coun Thompson was first 
elected in 2002, and went on 
to win a further three 
elections. 

He was comfortably re¬ 
elected in May’s local elec¬ 
tions, polling 1,378 votes. 

Colleagues from both the 
Tories and the Liberal 
Democrats left messages of 
support beneath the 
Guardian’s online story at 
kingstonguar dian .co.uk. 

Lib Dem leader Liz Green 
wrote: “Very sorry to hear of 
Frank’s ill health. I wish him 
a speedy recovery.” 

Old Malden Tory Council¬ 
lor Mary Clark said: “Frank 
Thompson’s resignation will 
be such a loss to both the 
Conservative group and the 
council. 


“A lovely person and a gen¬ 
tleman, both of which are in 
very short supply these days. 

“I personally will very 
much miss his sense of hu¬ 
mour and his friendliness, as 
I am sure both his residents 
and his colleagues will also 
do.” 

And Councillor Ian George, 
cabinet member for housing, 
said: “Frank will be a big loss 
to the council. 

“I’ll miss his straight talk¬ 
ing and no nonsense common 
sense solutions in council 
meetings. 

“Also, the cheeky smile and 
glint in his eye when he’s 
knowingly said something a 
bit provocative.” 

The byelection for Coun 
Thompson’s seat is likely to 
be held either on October 9 or 
16.

Police investigate fans 
fracas after Dons match 


A group of AFC Wimbledon 
fans were allegedly involved 
in a “dispute” on a train fol¬ 
lowing the team’s match last 
Saturday. 

British Transport Police 
(BTP) said they were called 
to reports of a fight on board 
a Surbiton to London Water¬ 
loo train on Saturday, Au¬ 
gust 30, at about 5.30pm, 
shortly after the Dons’ 3-2 
defeat to Stevenage at 
Kingsmeadow. 

One fan who was on the 
train said that, as it stopped 
at Raynes Park station, car¬ 
rying supporters home from 
the match, fans were “trying 
to get at each other”, which 
prevented the doors from 
closing because they were in 
the way. 

The fan, who was not 


involved in the disorder, said 
he saw at least 10 other 
people rush past him to get 
into other carriages on the 
train. 

Police are appealing for 
information. 

A BTP spokesman said: 
“We received a report of a 
fight onboard a Surbiton to 
London Waterloo train on 
Saturday, August 30, at ap¬ 
proximately 5.30pm. 

“This was reported to us 
about an hour after the 
event and enquiries are on¬ 
going. 

“It is believed a number of 
people were involved in the 
disorder.”

Two would-be fraudsters 
have walked free from court 
following a foiled plot to 
skim thousands of people’s 
credit card details across 
London. 

Police said cousins Anand 
Shah, 33, and Jaimin Shah, 
26, both from Surbiton, 
could have caused £1.64m 
worth of damage to the hos¬ 
pitality industry after they 
were found with details of 
4,000 skimmed credit cards. 

The pair were slapped with 
suspended sentences and 
community service orders 
by an Old Bailey judge on 
Friday, August 22. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Perry Stokes, head of the 
dedicated cheque and plastic 


crime unit (DCPCU), said: 
“These fraudsters preyed on 
their unknowing victims, 
with the potential for more 
than £1.5m of losses to the 
industry. 

“Thanks to the hard work 
of our officers, their scam 
has been dismantled and 
they have been brought to 
justice. 

“The message to others 
tempted to do the same is 
clear - you will be caught.” 

The cousins’ scheme 
involved planting a stolen 
chip and Pin reader in vari¬ 
ous clubs and restaurants 
across the capital. 

Paying customers were to 
be given the hacked ma¬ 
chine, which would steal 
their details and print a pay¬ 
ment declined receipt, be¬ 
fore being handed a real 
machine to pay with. 

But their plot was foiled 


when they handed the de¬ 
vice to a supposed accom¬ 
plice - who was in fact an 


undercover police officer. 

The cousins’ homes were 
searched and a laptop 


containing stolen card de¬ 
tails, as well as fake cards, 
skimming equipment, cash 
and drugs were found. 

Both pleaded guilty to con¬ 
spiracy to commit fraud at 
an earlier hearing. 

Anand Shah, of Hook Rise 
South, was sentenced to two 
years in prison, suspended 
for two years, and ordered to 
carry out 300 hours of com¬ 
munity service. 

Jaimin Shah, of St Mark’s 
Heights in Lamberts Road, 
was sentenced to a year in 
prison, suspended for two 
years, and must carry 
out 200 hours of community 
service. 

The cousins were ordered 
to pay back £1,620 each in 
costs.

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Council leader pledges help to 
clean up pigeon poo problem

The leader of Kingston 
Council has promised to act 
to clean up the borough’s 
long-standing problem of pi¬ 
geon poo under railway 
bridges. 

The pledge to work with 
Network Rail comes as these 
pictures show the birds sit¬ 
ting under a bridge in New 
Malden - perched on piles of 
their own excrement. 

Conservative leader Coun¬ 
cillor Kevin Davis said the 
poo problem was “not 
acceptable”. 

Some birds become trapped 
in netting under the 
Kingston Road bridge, and 
fall to the ground only after 
they die and have decayed. 

Coun Davis said: “We will 
pursue it with Network Rail. 
It can’t be that hygienic. 

“It’s quite hard to work out 
exactly who is taking 
responsibility. 

“I will take it up with them 
in the context of all railway 
bridges.” 

A Network Rail spokesman 


said: “We also want to see an 
end to the pigeon poo prob¬ 
lem on this bridge. 

“Traditional pigeon netting 
has its limitations and our 
preferred solution these days 
is to put up something 
stronger, such as a metal 
mesh.

Fears for pub’s future

Patrons have started a petition to 
“save” a Kingston pub after 
owner Young’s announced 
redevelopment plans. 

Regulars fear the Spring Grove, 
in Bloomfield Road, will be 
turned into little more than a 
restaurant after the brewery can¬ 
celled the pub’s sports channels 
subscription and proposed 
adding a new kitchen and dining 
area. 

Bob Ivey, who has been a 
Spring Grove regular for 20 
years, said the plans were “wildly 
out of kilter” with what punters 
wanted. 

He said: “Like most of the 
friends I meet there, we don’t 
mind redevelopment at all, but 
we do object to being forced out of 
it on a Saturday or Sunday after¬ 
noon, as we cannot watch our 


favourite sports in a safe pub any 
more. 

“As a backstreet local, the foot¬ 
ball, cricket and rugby crowds 
the pub attracted were mostly lo¬ 
cals and were well behaved. 

“It’s not going to be the same 
pub.” 

Similar changes to other near¬ 
by pubs had resulted in losses of 
trade, he said. 

Young’s operations manager 
Helen Moon said the changes to 
the Bloomfield Road favourite 
were “in line with what we tend 
to do when we develop pubs”. 

She said: “We’re looking to in¬ 
vest some money into the pub be¬ 
cause it is a little bit tired. 

“A lot of residents were wor¬ 
ried we want to turn it into a 
restaurant. 

“We are looking to create a fan¬ 
tastic dining area, but that will 
sit alongside the pub.” 

Suspicions were first aroused 
when the pub’s subscription to 
Sky Sports was cancelled earlier 


this month, due to high costs. 

Miss Moon added: “I would 
need to pack it full of people to 
hit a sales number that would 
make the investment in Sky 
worth it. We believe it won’t be 
missed once we create something 
special.” 

Asked whether the TV would 
ever return, she said: “I’m not 
saying never.” 

Liberal Democrat Grove Coun¬ 
cillor Stephen Brister said creat¬ 
ing another gastro-pub in the 
area was not necessary. 

He said: “That used to be my 
local. It’s the pub I go down to, to 
watch rugby and meet up with 
mates. 

“It will be a big loss to the com¬ 
munity. 

“I like the fact that the Spring 
Grove had an interesting mix of 
people in there.” 

A Save the Spring Grove Face- 
book page has been set up, while 
an online petition has so far at¬ 
tracted more than 50 signatures.

Thug jailed over 
ammonia attacks 

A drunken thug who sprayed a noxious 
substance into the faces of three men 
outside a nightclub has been jailed. 

Jonathan Lynn carried out the vicious 
assaults outside the club in Vauxhall, 
south London, in the early hours of the 
morning, following heated exchanges 
with the group. 

One of his victims was male model 
Pariche Frith, who told the court he felt 
like his face was melting after Lynn 
threw ammonia at him, and feared he 
would never work again. 

Lynn, from Dorking Close in Worcester 
Park, was out in Vauxhall when he 
encountered Frith and two friends. 

Lynn and Frith got into a row over a 
girl, with the model remarking he was 
gay and not into women. 

Lynn, 31, then sprayed two of the men 
with the ammonia before heading off 
to attend an after-party at the nearby 
Lightbox club. 

At his sentencing at Inner London 
Crown Court on August 28 it was heard 
Lynn later accused a man in the queue of 
stamping on his foot. 

The two men exchanged words, before 
Lynn reached for his ammonia again and 
sprayed it in the man’s face. 

Both attacks took place shortly after 
4am on July 8. 

Lynn pleaded guilty to three counts of 
assault occasioning actual bodily harm, 
and two counts of common assault. 

He also admitted another charge of 
possession of an offensive weapon. 

Sentencing him to two years and four 
months in prison, Recorder David Ether- 
ington said: “They were vile, violent, 
cowardly and disgraceful attacks, which 
have wrecked a number of people’s 
lives.” 

Lynn was given credit for his guilty 
pleas and handed two years in prison for 
each of his three charges of actual bodily 
harm. 

He was also sentenced to 
four months for two 
common assaults, and 
12 months for posses¬ 
sion of an offensive 
weapon, to run 
concurrently.

A woman with respiratory 
problems died at Kingston 
Hospital after her newly-in¬ 
serted breathing tube shifted, 
an inquest has heard. 

But doctors could not have 
done anything more to save 
her, an investigation found. 

Isobel Edermaniger, 68, 
who lived in Chessington, 
died on January 1 from com¬ 
plications following an opera¬ 
tion to insert a tracheo¬ 
stomy tube. 

But the tube shifted, and 
doctors trying to replace it 
found Mrs Edermaniger’s 
breathing difficult to sta¬ 
bilise after her condition 


deteriorated at about 4am. 

A hospital investigation, 
headed by Dr Anne Blythe, 
said measurements should 
now be taken when inserting 
tracheostomy tubes. 

Dr Blythe told West London 
Coroner’s Court on Wednes¬ 
day: “That was the only rec¬ 
ommendation we could make 
to improve our practice. She 
was a very difficult patient to 
manage. 

“She had absolutely no [res¬ 
piratory] reserve.” 

Mrs Edermaniger’s breath¬ 
ing difficulty and high body 
mass index meant when she 
was moved, or when doctors 
tried to move her tracheosto¬ 
my tube, her body could not 
retain as much oxygen as 
most patients. 

She had been on a 


ventilator for some time be¬ 
fore the operation. 

She slept sitting up at 
home, Dr Blythe added. 

The surgeon who operated 
on Mrs Edermaniger, Parag 
Patel, said the procedure 
went “very smoothly” and 
post-operative x-rays were 
positive. The tracheostomy 
was “a necessity for the pa¬ 
tient’s management”, he said. 

But Mrs Edermaniger’s 
husband, David, told the 
court he was concerned his 
wife’s septicaemia was not 
picked up by doctors in re¬ 
peated trips to accident and 
emergency. 

He said: “Should that have 
been picked up so many 
months before? 

“Why was the cellulitis [a 
deep skin infection in the 


legs] not treated by anybody 
for the months previous?” 

Dr Blythe said: “Septi¬ 
caemia is extremely difficult 
to diagnose. It is only when it 
gets to a critical point that ac¬ 
tually you start to pick it up.” 

Coroner Chinyere Inyama 
concluded: “Isobel Mary Ed¬ 
ermaniger died as a result of 
her necessary surgery. 

“Her general frailty of 
health was a considerable 
co-factor.” 

Mrs Edermaniger died of 
respiratory failure and septi¬ 
caemia, the latter likely 
caused by existing cellulitis, 
the court heard, which were 
complicated by the shifting of 
her breathing tube. 

Secondary causes were list¬ 
ed as morbid obesity and pul¬ 
monary hypertension.

Drivers have been left baffled and 
angry by the closure of Kingston 
Council’s parking shop. 

The walk-in service at Guildhall 2 
closed earlier this month, forcing 
residents to buy parking or visitor 
permits online instead. 

Former Liberal Democrat Coun¬ 
cillor Barry O’Mahony said he 
spent an hour-and-a-half on the 
phone trying to obtain a visitor per¬ 
mit, after the new system could find 
no trace of him. 

He said: “I have been a councillor 
for 12 years, deputy leader, 
deputy mayor and [am] about 
to be conferred as an honorary 
alderman. 

“Even I cannot prove to the park¬ 
ing shop who I am and where I live. 
What chance would an elderly non¬ 
computer user have? 

“It’s a mess. I think people will 
miss having the parking shop.” 

Mr O’Mahony said he was asked 
to go to a library to scan and email 
the necessary documents. 

Conservative council leader 
Councillor Kevin Davis said plans 
to close the parking shop had been 


in the works for more than a year. 

He said: “We’ve rather inherited 
this problem. 

“We are working on it. We are 
not going to accept the current 
system.” 

Deputy Liberal Democrat leader 
Councillor Stephen Brister said: 
“The council has to make its bud¬ 
getary cuts in line with cuts that it’s 
had from its central budget. It’s not 
an easy decision to make. You know 
that some people will lose out. 

“Barry is right that that will 
be those people who are not tech- 
literate.” 

Kingston Council’s online park¬ 
ing shop states: “Over the past few 
years, more of the things you 
need to do for parking have moved 
online. 

“You can now apply for parking 
permits online too. As a conse¬ 
quence, the parking shop will be 
closing on Friday, August 8. 

“Going online is the quickest and 
easiest way to find information, 
apply for things and to make 
payments.” 

The site also promises to help res¬ 
idents who struggle with the web. 

Workers will guide callers 
through the website, or send forms 
in the post.

So, Israel is racist? 
Quite the opposite 


Mr Jamal’s letter (Israeli policy 
protest is not anti-Semitism, Au¬ 
gust 28) makes no sense, starting 
with the fact that his first point of 
“whataboutery” is immediately 
contradicted by his second point, 
which uses “whataboutery”. 

Similarly, to lay all of the blame 
for the currently closed borders 
of Gaza upon Israel is less than 
the truth, because the southern 
Egyptian border of Gaza was and 
is being kept closed by Egypt. 

As to how Mr Jamal makes out 
that Gaza is occupied by Israel, I 
do not know, as Gaza is clearly 
not occupied by Israel, because 
occupation means the permanent 
enforced presence of military 
forces and the only permanent 
military force in Gaza is Hamas. 

And as for “the right of Pales¬ 
tinians to live free lives”, this 
right neither includes nor justi¬ 
fies the firing of rocket bombs 
into Israel or the other bombings 
of Israeli civilians.

I strongly endorse plans to limit 
speeds to 20mph in the streets 
identified in the plan.

Millwood Designer Homes has se¬ 
cured a £10million investment to 
accelerate its housebuilding pro¬ 
gramme across Surrey.

Chasing premium sales 

There will be no budget version of 
the new Renault Twingo city car, 
with prices starting at £9,495. 

While rivals from the Volkswagen 
Group, Hyundai, Toyota and PSA 
Peugeot Citroen have all chosen to 
offer an entry-level model, often for 
less than £8,000, Renault is chasing 
sales at the premium end of the 
market. 

The Fiat 500 currently dominates 
the high-cost city car scene, but 
Renault hopes to challenge it with 
its new rear-engined, rear-wheel 
drive effort that shares its platform 
with the new Smart. 

Two petrol engines will be 
available, including a non- 
turbocharged 1.0-litre and a turbo- 
boosted 0.9-litre that will only be 
available on the range-topping, 
£11,695 Dynamique Energy TCe 90. 



Volkswagen's seventh generation 
Golf BlueMotion is the most 
economical Golf currently 
available, emitting a seriously low 
85g/km of C02 emissions and a 
claimed official consumption 
figure of 88.3mpg, writes Philip 
Shoulder. 

Visual differences marking out 
this eco model are a lower ride 
height, roof spoiler, masked front 
grille and C-pillar spoiler.
